HE triumphs of the great agricultural colleges in the 
T production of beef animals has been demonstrated at 

many fairs year after year, and particularly at the 
Chicago International, the greatest fat stock show in North 
America and probably in the world. Here college animals 
have won the championships of their breed year after year, 
and a number of times have 
won the grand champion- 
ship until there has grown 
up a feeling among many of 
the smaller breeders that it 
is practically impossible to 
show against college ani- 
mals with any reasonable 
expectancy of winning. 

But for some reason or 
other, the college dairy 
herds have not made so 
great a comparative show- 
ing as the college beef 
herds. There are a few 
notable exceptions, and 
several of the college dairy 
herds contain state cham- 
pions. To Cornell Univer- 
sity, however, is reserved 
the honor of being the only 
college to breed and de- 
velop a present day World’s 
Dairy Champion.

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Solomon Hoxie—tThe Father of the Advanced Registry 
A BIOGRAPHY BY JANE L. HOXIE 


SIXTH INSTALLMENT 

















He first volume. of the Advanced Registry of the 
TT Hotstein-Friesian Association was brought out on 

January first, 1887. This book contained entries 
of three hundred and fifty cows and thirty-one bulls, be- 
sides the rules and regulations, the revised scale of points 
and a chapter entitled Plan of This Volume.. In its pre- 
face, Hr. Hoxie says: ; 

“What will be its effect upon the general interests of 
the breed? This naturally will be the first question in 
regard to this work. The answer as naturally follows. If the 
production of milk and butter records in fugitive ways in the 
past, has given a worthy reputation to the breed, how much 
more should the substantiating and gathering together of 
such records add to that reputation. The records of our 
grand cows are a common heritage and no friend of the 
breed can doubt the utility 
of gathering and preserving 
them in some unquestioned 
form. In this work large 
and small owners’ have 
equal opportunities. It 
would seem that on the 
ground of common justice 
some work of this kind is 
needed especially to inspire 
smaller owners to join in 
further building up a 
reputation for the breed ‘in 
which all shall continue to 
feel a common pride. The 
fine showing made in this 
volume of the butter capac- 
ities of the breed must also 
have a stimulating effect up- 
mn all classes. The expenses 
of making butter records 
are within every breeder’s 
means, and yet such records 
are among the most valu- 
able. The information 
gathered in this work in 
regard to the structure and 
style of our noted cows must be of value to all who are 
interested in improving the breed. The means are here 
afforded of determining models and of intelligently seek- 
ing such combinations of breeding as will produce our 
ideals in form and structure. The measurements have 
been taken with much care, and the descriptions have been 
made as correctly as fallible judgment and condensed 
language have permitted. Years will add special value to 
this part of the work. The time is coming when it will 
be regarded quite as important to trace peculiarities of 
structure and peculiarities of qualities in the lines of 
ancestry as to trace pedigrees. 

In an article on Holstein-Friesian Advanced Registry, 
Written by Mr. Hoxie, and published in 1897 in F. L. 
Houghton’s book entitled “Holstein-Friesian Cattle,” is a 
statement of the manner in which this first volume was 
received. We quote Mr. Hoxie’s words: 

“The result, both in general make-up of this volume and 
the number of entries, was a surprise, even to the friends 
of the new system. An immediate wave of interest was 
created, not only in this country, but in Europe. Breeders 
'n England and Scotland wrote for information in regard to

and 1891, three other volumes were published bringing the 
total registration to ninety-six bulls and one thousand 
fifty-one cows.” 

These five years were years of tremendous struggle and 
great discouragement to Mr. Hoxie because of the scant 
backing his work received from the great mass of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, but he never gave up. He held 
fast to his vision and battled on in-the face of almost over- 


whelming odds. The labors of his office and his superinten- 
dentship were enormous, and he _ performed all these 
practically alone. His salary was very meager and he was 


obliged to supplement it by much labor in other directions. 

At length, however, backed by a few of the members of that 

association, Mr. Hoxie’s system began to gain in favor 

and soon he was inspired to redouble his efferts 
in its behalf by expressions 
of approval which began to 
come to him from officers 
and prominent fellow mem- 
bers, who declared that his 
work was the leading 
feature in the progress of 
the breed, that it was begin- 
ning to be recognized, that 
full success could only be 
attained through the Ad- 
vanced Registry and that 
the association was proud to 
give him the necessary 

. opportunities and basis for 
his great work. 

But now a period of re 

action set in against Hol- 
stein-Friesians, such a 
period as “inevitably over- 
takes every new breed in- 
troduced into this country.” 
This reaction period against 
Hostein-Friesians from 1891 
to 1895 was a critical one 
for Advanced Registry. We 
find Mr. Hoxie writing: 

“When the annual meeting of the association assembled 
in March, 1894, it was passing through the darkest period 
of its history, which had now reached its climax. The 
active membership of the organization was at its lowest 
ebb. Many of its wealthiest members had sold out their 
herds and others were preparing to do so. The treasury 
of the association had only a very small balance to its 
credit. It had been largely depleted a few years before by 
paying bounties on slaughtered bull calves. The reputation 
of the breed was in a seriously depressed condition in con- 
sequence of its failure to enter the contest of dairy cattle 
breeds held at the Columbian Exposition in Chicago the 
previous summer. Public sentiment had not only pro- 
nounced its verdict against the claims of the breed but 
also against its Advanced Registry that it was said ‘had 
been foisted upon the Association by the Dutch-Friesian 
cranks.’ And there also was, within its loyal membership, a 
lack of heart, of confidence in the dairy characteristics of 
at least a thousand head of imported cattle and their 
offspring that had been imported merely for commercial 
purposes, which the association had been obliged to take 
over at the time of its origin, not withstanding one of the 
principal objects at its origin was to wholly prevent further 
importations of this undesirable class. 

“Then suddenly a glimmer of hope appeared. At this 
meeting, to stimulate the making of butter records, a 
thousand dollars was placed in the hands of the board of 
officers to be offered at their discretion, as prizes, for 
largest officially authenticated records. * * * In ac- 
cordance with such action a contest was inauguratcd, open 
to breeders of the association, with a list of twenty-seven 
prizes, to be awarded the best seven day tests conducted 
under the supervision of the superintendent or some in- 
spector designated by him or by the officer of some ex- 
periment station or other state institution. The effects of 
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this competition was exceedingly gratifying. The showing 
of butter production exceeded all unquestioned official rec- 
ords of any breed previously made in America. It 
reanimated the breeders, stimulated again wide-spread 
public interest in the breed and went far toward establish- 
ing its pre-eminence as butter producers. Apparently all 
opposition to Advanced Registry ceased with this showing.” 

Since that time the value of Advanced Registry has be- 
come thoroughly recognized, “not only by Holstein-Friesian 
breeders, but by all breeders of improved cattle.” Other 
associations and those handling other breeds of cattle 
have established similar registries and its principles will 
undoubtedly “continue as long as the breeding of improved 
dairy cattle continues.” 


CHAPTER VII 
Holstein-Friesian Publications 


No record was kept of Mr. Hoxie’s publications during 
all the long period, covering nearly thirty years, of his 
active connection with cattle interests, but his pen was 
never idle. His 
powers of applica- 
tion were the 
wonder and ad- 
miration of his 
friends. During 
certain periods he 
worked  uninter- 
ruptedly at his 
writing, every day 
and all day, often 
far into the night, 
for weeks and 
months together, 
without rest or 
respite. When he 
could no longer 
endure sitting at 
his desk he would 
take his work to 
the top of some 
article of furni- 
ture of convenient 
height and stand 
as he wrote. An 
old organ was 
utilized for this 
purpose for sev- 
eral years as was 
also a_ specially 
constructed shelf 
placed against the 
wall in one corner 
of his study. 
These, both allow- 
ing of an unright position, gave the much needed rest toa 
back that was always troublesome. The possession of a 
great idea, coupled with an iron constitution and an iron 
will, alone made possible this habit of unceasing applica- 
tion without utter shipwreck to both mind and body. 

As has been said before, he was the most modest and 
self-effacing of men. He had no vanity. He did not pre- 
serve copies of his articles and speeches in any form. Hence 
the matter in hand is very fragmentary; indeed, consisting 
only of an occasional lecture or essay that, by accident, 
has escaped destruction. Mr. Hoxie never had an eye to 
his reputation with posterity. His eye was always single 
with a view to the cause which he was serving and, after 
his thoughts were once conscientiously and painstakingly 
put upon paper and placed before the public, they were of 
no farther moment to himself. Could his writings be col- 
lected they would doubtless fill many volumes and be a 
permanently valuble contribution to dairy interests. 

It is indeed to be deeply regretted that only a very few 
of his many efforts be mentioned. Nothing has been 
preserved previous to the union of the Dutch-Friesian and 
Holstein Associations except the four volumes of the Dutch- 
Friesian Herd book; a pamphlet entitled “Some Informa- 
tion Concerning the North Holland or Friesian Breed of 
Black and White Piebald Cattle;” the series of articles on 
Friesian or Dutch-Friesian cattle previously mentioned, 
published by the old Live Stock Journal of Chicago, about 
1883, and a few addresses. In 1888 his article, “Holstein- 
Friesian Cattle” was published in Harper’s Magazine—a 
fact which also indicates the wide spread general interest 
in the new breed at this time.

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Does the Breed Want a Newspaper? 


NDER the heading, “Premature Record Stories,’ the 
HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN REGISTER of January 15 
voices editorially the following plaint.— 

“Superintendent Gardner of the A. R. O. department of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America deplores the 
premature publication of stories concerning large produc- 
tions.’ He cites as a specific instance the recent announce- 
ments of the Segis Pietertje Prospect test at Carnation 
Stock Farm wherein a new world’s record milk production 
for a year was undoubtedly established.” 

The suggestion which, we understand, comes from Mr. 
Gardner, is offered that the Extension Service devise a 
system of “new official record ‘broadsides’”’, to be dis- 
tributed to various publications, bearing a release date 
with request not to publish until that specified time. 
“This,” says the REGISTER, “if agreed to by all publica- 
tions, would solve the problem, and there is no doubt that 
all breed papers would agree to such a request, if it were 
shown that such exploitation of records will best serve the 
common interests of Holstein breeders and owners.” Cer- 
tainly the WORLD would agree to any method or proce- 
dure that is proven beyond question to “best serve the 
common interests of Holstein breeders and owners,” but 
we would like to suggest to the Brattleboro office and to 
the Advanced Registry office that they will get farther 
ahead in securing valuable publicity for the breed through 
the general press if they will devote less time to worrying 
over the breed papers getting out ahead of them with an- 
nouncements of records, and more time to providing the 
more important national papers with special articles— 
“broadsides” and syndicated propaganda fail to appeal to 
high class national publications, whether the story is new 
or old—and getting just as much human and local interest 
as possible into their “broadsides,” the results, we are 
convinced, would be far more satisfactory both to the 
readers of the breed papers, the owners of the record ani- 
mals concerned and to everyone who is interested in seeing 
the Holstein cow receive the amount of publicity and 
general recognition that her outstanding ability warrants.

In “ ”~ 
places, these palms grow wild, but the dusky skinn 
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earing little else than a rag and sometimes scarcely 
hem to grow in groups, thinning them to per- 
mit overcrowding. Little work is needed to take care of 
the groves except to gather the nuts. The outside cover- 
ings are removed, the nuts cracked, and the meats dried in 
the sun or else the oil extracted. The meats and oils are 
prought into this country and used in the manufacture of 
putter substitutes. : P ‘ 

On a farm in an American State, in an expensive barn 
fitted with costly equipment, lives a herd of cows. ‘They 
have to be housed night and day for at least four months 
of the year. For another four months, it is possible to 
have them sleep in the fields nights. Twice a day at least 
they have to come up to the barn and have their milk ex- 
tracted drop by drop. The health of these cows is guarded 
by rules and regulations of sanitary health boards. Taxes 
are paid on the animals themselves, on the land whereon 
they graze and the buildings in which they are housed. 
Their caretakers, for several months in the year, have to 
be muffled to the chin when they step outdoors. The ani- 
mals have to be furnished for at least half of the year with 
every mouthful of food they consume. In many Cases, this 
is true for all of the year. In modern dairying, there is not 
more than two months wherein supplementary feeds are 
not required. Every step taken in their care costs. Their 
milk is carried to a creamery, either public or private, 
separated and manufactured into butter by skilled work- 
men using expensive machinery. The product has to com- 
pete on—we were going to say equal terms—with the pro- 
duct of the cocoanut groves. Equal terms—this is not 
true. The experiments and research work of Dr. McCollum 
and other food experts have shown that no other food con- 
sumed by man, carries in equal degree, the life-giving 
vitamines necessary for the full growth and development 
of human life. The product of the cocoanut groves, camou- 
flage it as you may, cannot fully take the place of the pro- 
duct of the dairy cow, even though the same amount of fat 
is found in equal weights of each product. Nearly every- 
thing the owner of the cows uses, practically everything he 
consumes except that which he grows himself, has paid a 
duty to come into this country, or has in some way paid 
tax. Cocoanut and other oriental oils even under the pro- 
posed emergency tariff, which it is very unlikely, will be 
enacted, would pay only a duty of twenty cents a gallon. 
Ifa gallon of such oil is equal to a gallon of liquid butter- 
fat, this would make very nearly 10 lbs. of imitation but- 
ter. This import duty would equal two cents a pound on 
the finished product. 

The American dairymen sits quietly down, sees his 
market gradually stolen from him, and makes no protest.

Dairyman’s Class Discussed 
Editor World: 

WOULD like to ask you a few questions in regard to the 
| proposed change in our semi-official yearly classes 

As I understood the resolution adopted at the National 
meeting, a committee was appointed to establish new 
divisions known as the Dairyman’s Class for cows milked 
two times a day after a limited number of days. These 
divisions were to be the same as the breeders class, viz: 
a ten months class with calving requirements and a yearly 
division. 

Desiring to enter my herd under these classes I have 
started them on, but on inquiry of the superintendent I 
find I was very foolish to attempt it, as this committee did 
not provide any class except a ten-months class with calv- 
ing requirements, and in case you fail to get your cows in 
calf in the time specified, you are disqualified in the ten- 
months class and have no other class to enter except the 
breeders’ yearly class, which would be foolishness and a 
very unwise move, as no cow milked two times a day under 
normal care has any show against one milked four times a 
day under ideal conditions, and you are doing your cow an 
injustice to enter her in that class. So your only recourse 
is to drop the test and you are out your time and expense 
of testing. Also, the cow milked twice a day is required 
to make the same amount of fat as the one milked four 
times a day, which is not right. One should be raised or 
the other lowered, as a cow that makes 10,000 Ibs. in ten 
months is a good one in a dairy and she will have to hustle 
to enter. 

If they do not want a yearly division in this class, which 
is the fair thing to do, I would suggest that the cows that 
are forced to enter the breeders’ yearly division on account 
of not meeting the calving requirements in the ten months 
dairyman’s division receive a yearly record with some 
distinguishing mark or letter which would show that it 
was made on two milkings a day in the dairyman’s division. 
This would eliminate the necessity of the dairyman’s rec- 
ord having to compete with the breeders’ record. 

What is vour understanding and idea in regard to this? 

The way this idea was first presented was a good one, 
and eventually would have resulted in a great many tested 
herds which otherwise would never be heard of, and 
created an interest and enthusiasm among a great many 
small breeders who otherwise would just be lukewarm 
Holstein men.

Editor’s Note: The idea of the committee in limiting the 
dairyman’s class to the ten months division was to serve the 
purpose demanded, namely a classification wherein breeders 
could enter their cows and carry them practically as they would 
in their every.day work—milking twice a day—and compete only 
with cows maintained under similar conditions and at the same 
time not to complicate more than necessary the work of the Ad- 
vanced Registry office and add too much to the cost of carry- 
ing it on. We had not expected there would be any great num- 
ber of cows entered under this classification, as most breeders 
realize that the public would not make the proper allowance for 
the difference in the conditions, and that it would be more pro- 
fitable to give the cow a better opportunity to show her 
capabilities.

Fifty-nine Holstein herds had 
official work done during the month, 
making 431 tests and the year closed 
with 100 herds of all breeds doing year 
work.

The first one is 
owned by Marlow & Randall of Man- 
kato and the second by E. C. Schroe- 
der of Moorhead. Twenty Hoistein 
cows produced over 4.7 lbs. of fat in 
two days while not a single Jersey 
reached this mark. The Guernseys are 
only tested for one day and the big- 
gest production reported is 2.46 lbs. 

One hundred thirty-four 7-day tests 
were completed during the month. 
Forty-two 20-lb. records were made. 
The largest record is that of 31.28 lbs. 
of butter made by Kersarge Pontiac 
Queen Walker owned by Egil Boeck- 
mann. Aaltje Korndyke 2d, owned by 
the same breeder made 29.37 Ibs. of 
butter in 7 days. W. W. Walker, C. 
Graham, C. E. Ovestrud, Marlow & 
Randall and C. L. Spaulding each 
have animals that made over 25 Ibs.

A sug- 
gestion was made that to the number of pounds of butterfat 
might be added one pound for every 100 lbs. milk in the 
T-day division, the high total to win the ribbon. It is also 
to be hoped that greater interest in the long time test may 
make it possible to have a separate classification for the 
305-day and the 365-day divisions, so that animals tested for 
only the ten months will not have to compete with those 
tested for the full year. 

The Honor Roll, with considerable suplementary in- 
formation, was published in the form of an _ eight-page 
pamphlet, illustrated with cuts, the contribution of Chapin 
& Company of Chicago, under the supervision of George 
H. B.ecwnell of that company.

Her 
sixth calf was drop- 
ped at seven years, 
eleven months, when 
709.7 lbs. milk, 33.33 
lbs. of butter in 7 
days and 3064.1 Ibs.

were the great totals 
she rolled up. Con- 
tinued on test for the full year, she became a 1000-lb. cow 
by producing 1042.16 Ibs. butter, 23,341 lbs. milk. 

There was an interval of just fifteen months between 
her sixth and seventh calves. 

At nine years, two months old, she produced 823.3 Ibs. 
milk, 35.91 lbs. butter in a week, and continued for 30 days, 
made 149.85 Ibs. butter, 3285.9 lbs. milk. At her eighth 
freshening, which occurred thirteen. months later, she was 
not officially tested until 55 days after calving, but she 
again exceeded 800 Ibs. milk in a week, her total being 
$16.8 Ibs. milk, 34.68 lbs. butter, and at this time she be- 
came one of the very few cows with three 7-day butter rec-

made over 800 Ibs. 
milk in a week, three 
different years she 
has exceeded 700 Ibs. 
and five different 
years she has made 
over 600 Ibs. of milk 
in a week. No less 
than four different 
years she has exceed- 
ed 33 Ibs. of butter in 
her 7-day test. She 
has three times made 
over 34 lbs., while her 
record of 35.97 Ibs. 
was made as a nine- - 
year-old and is accom- 
panied by her great- 
est 7-day milk produc- 
tion. 

Her latest 7-day 
milk record is re- 
markable, not only 
because of the age of 
the cow at the time 
she made this, but 
also because she had 
a severe attack of in- 
digestion soon after 
freshening and for a 
time it was feared she could not recover. That she came 
back strongly is evidenced by her record and also by the 
fact that while the first 7-day record showed a production 
of over 31 Ibs., it gradually increased until her best 7-day 
production was raised to 34.24 Ibs. “ 


Her 30-day records also are worth considering, four of 
them averaging 138.23 lbs. butter from 3008 Ibs. milk. 
This butter average is not equalled by any other cow in the 
United States and by but one other cow anywhere—May 
Echo Sylvia. 

It may be interesting to know what kind of an animal

equivalent to 988.8 lbs. of butter. Dur- 
ing this lactation period she consumed 
3860 lbs. of hay. 8810 lbs. of silage, 
1425 lbs. of roots, 3459 Ibs. of dry beet 
pulp and 7322 lbs. of grain. She aver- 
aged 3.1 lbs. of milk for each pound of 
grain she ate. She was not a heavy 
eater of silage, so the beet pulp was 
soaked and furnished succulence in its 
place. 

When Glista Ernestine went dry 
about the middle of January 1920, she 
was fed about 20 lbs. of grain a day 
until two weeks before calving. The 
mixture used consisted of 30 lbs. each 
of ground oats, corn meal and wheat 
bran, and 10 Ibs. of oil meal. Two 
weeks before she freshened, her feed 
was changed to equal parts by weight 
of wheat bran, corn meal, oil meal, 
and her feed was reduced April 5 to 
10 Ibs. a day of this mixture. During 
her dry period of 14 weeks, she re- 
ceived daily about 15 Ibs. of hay, and 
from 6 to 8 lbs. of dry beet pulp which 
was soaked before she received it. 
She had no silage during this time. 

After Ernestine recovered from her 
indigestion she was fed the usual 
Cornell grain ration which consists of: 


100 Ibs. distiller’s dried grains 
100 lbs. wheat bran 
100 lbs. hominy 
50 Ibs. gluten feed 
50 Ibs. oil meal 
50 lbs. ground oats 
100 lbs. cottonseed meal 
10 Ibs. charcoal 
6 Ibs. salt 


The College of Agriculture had pur- 
chased several tons of distiller’s dried 


of clover hay. On May 10th, her grain 
was increased to 20 lbs. a day, to- 
gether with 10 lbs. of beet pulp, 50 Ibs. 
of beets, 10 lbs. of silage and 10 Ibs. of 
alfalfa and clover hay. On May 20th, 


50 lbs. per day of green rye were 
added to the ration. On May 24th, she 
milked 100 lbs. in the day. Her rec- 


ord covers the period from May 19th 
to May 26th, and during this time she 
averaged a little over 95 lbs. a day. 
During the record week, she consumed 
140 lbs. of grain, for which she return- 
ed 677.3 lbs. of milk or 4.8 Ibs. of milk, 
testing 4.04% butterfat, for each 
pound of grain feed. It can be seen 
that at this time she was returning to 
the pail milk for the manufacture of 
which she was using part of the feed 
she received when dry. 

To Prof. H. H. Wing, who for many 
years has been in charge of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department of Cornell 
University, is due the credit for the 
breeding and development of this cow. 
She was handled and fed in her last 
test by James M. Beiermeister, who 
at the time was in charge of the uni- 
versity herd under Prof. Wing’s direc- 
tion. 

Glista Ernestine has had nine living 
caives, five females and four males. 
Her oldest daughter, Glista Fenella, 
was, at the commencement of this 
year, still in the university herd and 
has a record of 32.37 lbs. butter, 494.4 
Ibs. milk. As a six-year-old she made 
574.1 Ibs. milk, 287.34 Ibs. butter in 7 
days, and in 30 days produced 2346.9 
Ibs. milk, 106.92 Ibs. butter, while as 
a junior four-year-old she made 25.98 
Ibs. butter in 7 days. Another daugh-

ter—Glista Floralia, has

She was sold at the 
Cornell Farmers’ Week Sale before 
she dropped her second calf and was 
purchased by .E. A. Powell, who sold 
her to A. S. Neale, and in the Neale 
Dispersion Sale, she was purchased by 
O. H. Wathen of Jeffersonville, ing, 
for $1300. 

It is interesting to learn that Fenel. 
la, Floralia, and Fluella are all by dif. 
ferent sires. Fenella was sired by 
Woodcrest Pietje Ormsby, and ig his 
best daughter. Floralia was sired by 
Tidy Abbekerk Prince Wayne and 
is his best daughter. Fluella is sired 
by Model King Segis Koningen, and 
while he has two other daughters with 
larger 7-day records, Fluella has the 
largest year record of any of his 
daughters. Evidently the producing 
capacity of Glista Ernestine has been 
transmitted to her daughters. 

As is often the case with the sons 

of cows who later on became famous, 
the first bull calves of Glista Ernestine 
were not fully appreciated. Her first 
bull calf, Glista Ormsby, was sold in 
February 1913 to William Pierson of 
Etna, N. Y., for $75.00, but he sold this 
bull later on to F. H. Thompson of 
Holland Patent for four times this 
sum. Daniel M. Beech of Watkins, N. 
Y., purchased her second bull calf, 
Junicr Student, in February 1914, for 
$700, so that the first 30-lb. record 
which this cow made and her herd 
records increased the selling value of 
her sons. Her third son, Royal Glista, 
is still owned by Cornell University, 
but has been at the head of the herd 
at the Alfred University, Alfred N. Y., 
and is developing into a large strong 
bull. Her latest calf, also a bull, was 
sired by Great Joh Lyons, and the fact 
that he doubled his weight in the first 
six months of his life is evidence that 
he has inherited the constitution of 
his dam and that her record making 
year after year did not impair her 
health or that of her offspring in any 
way. 
Pinte of the World will be it- 
terested to learn what this great old 
cow is doing in this, her ninth lacta- 
tion period. The Cornell University 
herd managers are no longer interest- 
ed in seeing how much this cow can 
produce.

It was determined to hold a pure bred sale at Rockville, 
Md., on April 6th, the cattle to be selected from herds under 
federal supervision. All animals will be inspected by two 
of the best judges in the county, and the strongest kind 
of guarantee will go with each animal offered. 

The Montgomery breeders intend to push the cause of 
the breed as much as possible and will swap pure bred bull 
calves for grade bulls anywhere in the county as long as 
the supply of pure breds hold out. 

After completing the organization, the members of the 
association inspected the herds at both of the Diamond 
Farms, then drove to Germantown and looked over the 
farm and herd of L. E. Lambert, who owns some of the 
best Holstein stock in that part of the county, and who is 
assembling a great herd. 


MISSOURI ASSOCIATION HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 


The Association met in annual session January 18th, 
during Farmers Week at Columbia. A number of matters 
of interest to the breeders were considered. Perhaps the 
most important was the adoption of a new constitution and 
by-laws. According to it all sales in the future that the As- 
sociation has anything to do with will be held under the 
auspices of the Association. A resolution was adopted to 
the effect that the membership would not participate either 
individually or collectively in any sale of Holsteins not held 
in co-operation with the Association. 

A sale committee and an educational committee was 
provided for to be selected by the board of directors. The 
committee on employment of a fieldman reported and rec- 
ommended that the fjeldman devote his time until about 
June to calf club work and during the summer to organ- 
izing cow clubs and companies if financial conditions war- 
rant. 

The sales committee for last year reported that Sedalia 
had been selected by the referendum as the place for the 
next sale. 

The legislative committee recommended amending our 
sanitary laws regarding dairy cattle so that all cattle com- 
ing into the state from others than herds under federal 
supervision must be held sixty days and retested before 
being sold in the state. 

A report from Mr. Bennett on the annual cow race was 
heard and it was voted to co-operate with him again in this 
event. A report by Prof. Turner of the monthly cow com- 
petition was approved and co-operation pledged. 

The following officers were elected for the year: C. M. 
Long, Sedalia, President; C. E. Driver, Crescent, Vice-Pres- 
ident: Glenn Davis, Columbia, Secretary-Treasurer. The 
following were chosen as directors: Major Harlo Fisk, 
Belton; Prof. A. C. Ragsdale, ex-officio, Columbia; A. B. 
Cole, California; Carl Soest, Florissant; Harry Cook, 
Maysville and J. S. Whitaker, Walnut Grove, Mo. The new 
constitution necessitated the selection of an entirely new 
board. In this selection all parts of the state were well 
represented. 

Senator Hackney of Minnesota could not be present be- 
cause of being called to Washington to assist in the tariff 
legislation regarding dairy products. He sent Bertram 
Scott, Secretary of their State Association. Mr. Scott’s 
train got in behind a wreck which caused him to miss the 
meeting. An informal meeting was held Tuesday night 
at the Daniel Boone Tavern. Mr. Scott told of the work of 
their association and enthused those present to attempt 
greater things. Several good ideas were developed, among 
them that of having county exhibits at the State Fair from 
which a state herd would be selected. Seven counties 
pledged exhibits. They were Greene, St. Louis, Cass, 
Boone, Pettis, Lafayette and Johnson. It was decided to 
try to get fifteen counties. A committee was appointed to 


see if arrangements could be made with the State Fair 
Board for premiums on this class to offset the premiums 
offered by the National Association.

President D. D. Aitken 
takes a great deal of pride in the fact 
that the days of his boyhood and early 
manhood were spent in New Jersey. 
And her Holstein eows, what of them? 
Aaggie Pauline Sarcastic, Valdessa 
Scott 2nd, Finderne Holingen Fayne 
and Finderne Pride Johanna Rue are 
known wherever the Holstein breed 
is known. New Jersey herds have 
been headed by such sires as King 
Hengerveld Aaggie Fayne, Hengerveld 
De Kol, Johanna Rue 38rd’s Lad and 
King Fayne Segis. 

The pedigree of an animal is only 
of value in so far as it furnishes a 
means of predicting what the animal 
itself will be able to accomplish. The 
breeder who bases his breeding oper- 
ations upon pedigree alone is very 
liable to be disappointed in the re- 
sults. The conformation and accom- 
plishments of each individual must be 
considered along with the pedigree. 

New Jersey’s pedigree as a Holstein 
State, while it may not be just as 
fashionable as that of some others, 
is rich in those antecedents that have 
made the breed famous and is difficult 
“to fault’. 

But New Jersey is not depending on 
the reflected glory from those ante- 
cedents to sustain her reputation as a 
Holstein State. With a new Field Sec- 
retary on the job the Holstein-Friesian 
Cooperative Association of New Jer- 
sey is seeing the dawn of a new day 
in the state’s Holstein History. Mr. 
John W. Bartlett, formerly Dairy Spec- 
ialist for the New Jersey Agricultural 
College began his duties as Field Sec- 
retary for the Association on Feb. 1, 
1921. 

He has preached the gospel of bet- 
ter dairying continuously for the past 
six years to the dairymen of New Jer- 
sey. He has been a staunch champion 
for the cause of the good dairy cow, 
and a relentless persecutor of the in- 
ferior one. His text has been, “Give 
the good ones more feed and better 
care and send the poor ones to the 
block. The surest way to more profit- 
able dairying is through the use of 
better bulls.” So tenaciously has he 
held to this theme that in some parts 
of the state he has become known as 
“Better Bull Bartlett.” 

Mr. Bartlett’s record of achievement 
in his six years of service for the 
dairymen of New Jersey is one of 
which he may just be proud. He 
has organized 10 dairy record associa- 
tions, four bull associations and 8 
breeders’ associations. He has been 
actively associated with the campaign 
that has been carried on for the erad- 
ication of tuberculosis from the dairy 
herds of the State. 

A patient and sympathetic attitude 
towards the problems of the beginner 
and the more experienced dairymen 
in difficulties, has made just a little 
smoother the paths of hundreds of New 
Jersey dairymen. 

And while the Experiment Station 
regrets very much to lose his services 
there is a great deal of satisfaction in 
the fact that he will remain in the

State. His good work will go on with 
a more limited group of dairymen.

2. To promote better legislation for 
the Black and White cow, and make 
a strong effort to secure a good ap- 
propriation for Accredited herd work. 

3. To foster boys’ and girls’ club 
work with pure bred Holsteins, and to 
encourage Bull Associations. 

4. To assist breeders in selling and 
buying pure bred bulls and females. 

5. To manage a State Sale of high 
class cattle, and to assist the locals 
and others in consignment sales and 
dispersals. 

6. To assist the breeder with all 
Holstein problems. 

7. To hold at least three education- 
al meetings during the year. 

The first State consignment sale 
will be under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciation June 9, 1921. 

The success of the New Jersey As- 
sociation is assured. It has a member- 
ship of 250 breeders. Each of these 
breeders has paid into the association 
each year for a period of three years, 
one dollar for each purebred animai 
and seventy-five cents for each grade 
animal that he owns. 

The combined herds these 250 mem- 
bers represent, approximate 7,000 
Holsteins.

Northwest Associations Hang Up High Marks 


More milk in November than any 
other testing association cow in five 
western states, and more butterfat 
than any other except one, is the rec- 
ord of a purebred Holstein in the herd 
of A. E. Smith & Co., of Sumas, 
Wash., according to the monthly news 
letter of the western office of the 
dairy division. Black and Whites oc- 
cupy a prominent place in the month- 
ly report, from several standpoints. 
The list of leading cows in 27 associa- 
tions contains 13 of that breed, four 
of them at the top, and that of best 
small herd averages is headed by a 
Holstein. 

H. A. Younkin of Corona, Calif., is 
owner of the leading cow with the 
highest record, which is 93.15 lbs. of 
butterfat from 2070 lbs. of milk. The 
Milky Way farm leader in the What- 
com county association excels this 
milk record by 357 lbs., but takes se- 
ond place for butterfat with 89.90 Ib. 
E. J. Lindquist of Parker, Colo., led 
in his association with 87.40 lbs. of 
butterfat from 1986 lbs. of milk and W. 
C. Sauer & Son of Ft. Lupton, Colo., 
led in theirs with 82.50 lbs. of fat 
from 2295 lbs. of milk. All four of 
these leading records were made by 
Holsteins. A Jersey stands next, and 
then comes a grade Holstein owned 
by R. McKibbon of Mt. Vernon, Wash., 
which produced 76.70 lbs. of butterfat. 
The Model Dairy’s “Korndyke 2d” of 
Holly, Colo., made 75.50 Ibs. and ranks 
seventh. Six Jerseys rank next in the 
list, but other Holsteins are included, 
owned as follows: W. A. Purvis, 
Johnstown, Colo., 66.80 lbs.; S. G. Gam- 
bonine, Petaluma, Calif., 65.10; N. A. 
Kent, Svenson, Ore., 62.70; E. Elters, 
Twin Falls, Ida., 61.60; R. C. Davis, 
Weiser, Ida., 61.33; Charles Kayander, 
Cabinet, Ida., 58.59; William Mueller, 
Logan High school, Colo., 44.50. The 
average butterfat production of 28 
leading cows is 67.60 lbs. 

A Holstein herd owned by Green 
Mountain dairy of Lamar, Colo., heads 
the list of best herd averages (over 
15 cows) in 16 different associations 
in Colorado, California, Oregon and 
Washington. Sixteen animals in that 
herd averaged 45.4 lbs. of fat and 1419 
of milk. H. A. Younkin’s Corona Cal., 
herd of 26 black and whites averaged 
42.25 lbs. and stood fourth in the list, 
and Brown Brothers’ herd of 15 from 
Greeley, Colo., averaged 40.03 lbs. A 
E. Smith & Co.’s big herd averaged 
better than 40 Ibs., but its definite pro- 
duction figures are not included in the 
report. Ninety head averaged for the 
month, 547 Ibs. fat, 1601 Ibs. milk. One

other Holstein herd is included in the 
list, that of N. R. D’Arcy of Parker, 
Colo., which averaged 31.9 Ibs., 23 
head. 

Jerseys and mixed herds held the 
first four places in the list of best 
herds under 15 cows from 19 associa- 
tions in Idaho, Oregon, Washington 
and Colorado. H. H. Styer’s register- 
ed herd of nine head at Nampa, Ida., 
ranked fifth, however, with an aver- 
age of 41.55 lbs. butterfat and 1485 Ibs. 
of milk. A mixed herd of 13 register- 
ed and grade Holsteins belonging to 
F. J. H. Galascher & Sons of Mt. Ve1 
non, Wash., average 41.40 lb.. and the 
registered herd of 10 owned by R. C. 
Navis of Weiser, Ida., averaged 40.82. 
Piet Bergsma’s Ferndale herd aver- 
aged better than 40 lbs., but as in the 
case of Milky Way farm, the definite 
figures are not available. Other Hol- 
stein herds in the list include those ot 
E. Etlers, Twin Falls, Ida., (11 head) 
38.24 lbs.; W. A. Shubarth, Greenland, 


Colo., (13 head), 35.8 lbs.; and D. F. 
Modrow, Kalama. Wash., (9 head), 
34.85 lbs. 


California associations reporting for 
November had the largest average of 
pounds fat, 29.51, of any of the state 
groups. California had 322 cows over 
40 lbs. of fat, the largest number of 
any of five states, and the largest per- 
centage (14) of 40-lb. cows to _ total 
number tested. One of the California 
associations also, the Petaluma, had 
the second highest average of butter- 
fat (30.60 pounds) of any of 21 asso- 
ciations reporting for November. Six 
Washington associations averaged 25.- 
45 lbs. of fat and reported 258 40-lb. 
cows (11 per cent) out of 2276 tested. 
The Whatcom county association av- 
eraged 29.52 lbs. in November, the best 
in Washington. Five Colorado asso- 
ciations averaged 27 lbs. and reported 
159 cows over 40 Ibs., out of 1257 test- 
ed, or 13 per cent; and one of them, 
the Johnstown association, had the 
highest average of butterfat (31.9 lbs.) 
of any in the list. It also reported 75 
cows over 40-pounders, or 28 per cent 
of its total of 265 tested. Nine Ore- 
gon associations reported tests of 
more than twice as Many cows as any 
other state, a total of 4763, but their 
averages for both milk and butterfat 
were lowest, 464 lbs. and 23.86 lbs., re- 


spectively. There were only 272 40- 
pounders, or about five per cent, 


though one association had 47 cows in 
the 40-lb. class, out of 255 tested, or 19 
per cent. 

Three Idaho cow-testing associa- 
tions, the Ada county, Weiser-Payette, 


and Pioneer, have reported that every 
herd on test in them has at its head 
a pure bred bull. Martin Grenny, 
George Hardin and H. A. Anderson 
are the respective testers who have 
made these associations 100 per cent. 
There are two also in Colorado, ac. 
cording to the monthly news letter of 
the western office of the dairy divis- 
ion. They are the Arkansas Valley 
and Johnstown Association, B. H. Bur- 
well, and Walter Guerkink, testers.

ASSOCIATIONS 


In the Six Cow Testing Associations 
in active operation in Bradford 
County, Penn’a., there were two hun- 
dred and eighteen (218) cows that 
produced 40 pounds or more of butter- 
fat during the past Association month. 

The high cow is a pure bred Hol- 
stein owned by C. W. Newman of the 
Wyalusing Association. She produced 
90.4 pounds of butterfat and 2260 
pounds milk. The second high cow is 
a pure bred Holstein owned by Fred 
Bohlayer of the Canton Association. 
She produced 90 pounds of butterfat 
and 2501 pounds milk. The third and 
fourth high cows are also pure bred 
Holsteins owned by H. C. Gates of the 
Canton Association. These cows pro- 
duced respectively, 80.5 pounds of but- 
terfat and 2117 pounds of milk and 
79.5 pounds of butterfat from 2208 
pounds of milk. 

Of the above mentioned 218 cows, 
fifteen cows produced more than 60 
pounds of butterfat, twelve of the 
fifteen were pure bred Holsteins, one 
was a pure bred Jersey and two were 
high grade Holsteins. Forty-four cows 
produced between 50-60 pounds of but- 
terfat, twenty-two being pure bred ani- 
mals and twenty-two being grades. 

With this line of facts demonstrat- 
ing the value of registered cattle, it is 
reasonable to believe that there will 
be a consistent gain in the number of 
farms in Bradford County that will in 
the future own ‘pure bred cattle. At 
the present time we have over two 
hundred pure bred breeders, Holsteins 
and Jerseys predominating.

COLORADO TESTING 


The highest producer in the Colora- 
do Cow Testing Association during 
December was a registered Holstein 
owned by L. W. Markham of Lamar, 
Colo., she making 102.9 Ibs. of butter- 
fat. This is the highest record report- 
ed in the Arkansas Valley for 1920. 

The highest producing herd in the 
state is that owned by the Green 
Mountain Dairy Co., they averaging 
50.5 lbs. butterfat. In reporting this, 
the Colorado report says that “it is 
getting to be a habit with the Green 
Mountain people to have the high 
herd.” 

During the month, 250 cows were on 
test in the Arkansas Valley Assn. 
—418 in the Douglas County and Mel- 
vin Association—329 in the Platte- 
Boulder and St. Vrain. Valleys and 34 
in the Logan County Association. The 
smaller association had the highest 
milk and fat average—924 lbs. milk, 
33.9 lbs. fat, and nine of the 34 cows 
made over 40 lbs. of fat during the 
month. Fifty-eight cows in the Ar- 
kansas Valley Association made 40 lbs. 
or more. The Douglas County and 
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Melin Association had the best milk 
producer, she making 2130 lbs. 

Colorado has made wonderful prog- 
ress in the development of the dairy 
industry during the past few years. 
At the present time, Colorado stands 
26th in the list of states owning dairy 
cows with 272,000. She stands sixth in 
creamery butter manufacture with 
14,856,000 lbs.; twelfth in manufacture 
of evaporated milk with 19,424,112 
Ibs.; 26th in manufacture of ice cream 
with 1,967,585 gallons; eleventh in 
manufacture of powdered skimmed 
milk with 221,000 and third in manu- 
facture of malted milk with 481,000 
lbs. During 1920, the values of the 
dairy products produced in the state 
was $28,756,967.72. The average cow 
in the United States produces 160 Ibs. 
of butter in a year. The average for 
cows enrolled in a cow testing associa- 
tion is said to be 242 lbs. of butterfat 
in a year, while the cows in the Colo- 
rado cow testing associations average 
260 Ibs. of butterfat in a year. 





HOLSTEINS EASILY LEAD IN 
LAKE COUNTY 

During the month of December, 397 
cows were tested in the Lake County, 
Ill., Cow Testing Association. This 
association was recently re-organized, 
and this is the first month of its 
operation since its re-organization. 
One hundred seventy-nine of this 
number were either pure bred or 
grade Holsteins, and 113 of the 397 
head produced 1000 Ibs. milk or 40 lbs. 
butterfat. The average for the as- 
sociation was 830 lbs. milk testing 3.84 
and containing 31.87 lbs. butterfat per 
cow. The eight highest herds were 
pure bred or grade Holsteins, also the 
three highest producing cows were 
pure bred Holsteins. 

High herd average goes to the herd 
owned by L. G. Hutching with 1316 lbs. 
milk containing 42.20 lbs. butterfat 
per cow. Mr. Hutching also has the 
honor of having the highest producing 
single cow with 1972 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 4.3 per cent fat and 84.8 lbs. butter- 
fat. Cost of feed for this cow was 
$14.64 and profit above cost of feed 
$36.63, the milk being sold at $2.60 
per cwt. 

Lake County Association is a 100 
per cent pure bred bull association 
and each member also has one or 
more silos. Most of the members 
raise enough alfalfa to feed the dairy 
cows, which are either pure bred or 
high grades and most of which are 
tuberculin tested regularly once or 
twice a year. Of course you will find 
modern barns and good homes in a 
community like this.

Mir. herd. Now is the time to act. 
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sale, so as to allow him to have his 
veterinarian or representative on the 
place at the time of test. If any ani- 
mal be pronounced a re-actor, she 
must be slaughtered at a Federally 
Supervised slaughter house, and must 
show lesions upon slaughter. These 
are just some of the important rul- 
ings, and when a sale is conducted 
under this set of rules, the sale man- 
ager is given the privilege of using a 
seal which signifies the fact that the 
sale is held under the approval of the 
Wisconsin Federation of Sales Man: 
agers. 

Mr. Oldham then went on to em- 
phasize the importance of “organized 
effort” in any line of community work. 
He cited as an example the case of 
“Babe” Ruth, great star for the New 
York team last season, but unable, by 
his individual efforts, to overcome the 
concerted effort of all the members of 
the Cleveland team. He went on a 
little farther and showed how the 
Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, by a united effort at the National 
Dairy Show of 1919, succeeded in put- 
ting Minnesota permanently on the 
map, thru the vast amount of adver- 
tising that they received through this 
means. He said that front page ad- 
vertising cannot be purchased from 
any of the prominent agricultural 
papers of today, and that the only way 
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this kind of advertising could be se- 
cured was by actual and meritorious 
achievement. Reverting again to the 
Wisconsin association, he told us what 
had been obtained in the line of front 
page advertising by the dairy herds 
of Wisconsin by virtue of the exhibi- 
tion of cattle at the National. Among 
the breed publications and the general 
agricuitural press Wisconsin received 
front page space in 22 of these publi- 
cations, and lengthy articles in 108 
more. This was not brought about by 
anyone breed but by a concerted ef- 
fort by all the breeds. Further adver- 
tising of this sort was received after 
the International, when Wisconsin 
showed up well in Shorthorns and 
sheep expecially. 

Mr. Oldham concluded his talk by 
saying that the work of the pure bred 
owners has only started, since every 
man that has grade live stock at the 
present time must eventually turn to 
pure breds, or go out of business en- 
tirely and let some progressive man 
take his place, hence every breeder of 
grades must be considered as a “pure 
bred prospect,” and that even after 
every farm in the world had pure bred 
live stock there must be a continual 
weeding out and grading up, because 
as he says, the purebred scrub does 
exist.

News Notes From The Northwest 


By G. N. ANGELL 


OLSTEINS are well represented 
H in the California State Dairy 
Cow competition conducted by 

the college of agriculture, University 
of California, under the direction of 
Prof. F. W. Woll, as part of the cam- 
paign of the college for better dairy 
cows and for better returns from Cali- 
fornia dairies than are now realized 
by most farmers. The competition 
started September 1 and will be con- 
tinued for 17 months, or until January 
31, 1922. Three Holsteins belonging 
to Dean Beeman, Woodland; three be- 
longing to R. H. Davis, Modesto; one 
to Burr farm, Los Angeles; two to 
M. J. and B. A. Edwards, Ripon; two 
grade Holsteins belonging to Albert 
Burger, El Centro; nine belonging to 
the Los Angeles county farm, Hondo; 
and eight belonging to F. F. Pellissier. 
Whittier, are the black and whites ap- 
pearing in the list of cows which pro- 
duced over 50 lbs. fat during Novem- 
ber—28 of them out of a total of 46. 
There were 77 cows all told which dur- 
ing one of the three months of Sep- 
tember, October or November went 
over the 50-lb. mark; 20 registering 
between 70 and 80 lIbs., nine between 
80 and 90, and three between 90 and 
100. A purebred Holstein was one of 
the three which went over 100 Ibs., 
the other two being grades and one of 
them a Shorthorn. The number of 
cows in the contest is increasing, 43 
in Sptember having averaged 56.63 lbs. 
butter fat, 92 in October, 54.06, and 


100 in November, 50.03. 

Additional evidence of the uplifting 
effect of good dairy sires, and what 
appears to be proof that daughters of 
such sires will establish their sale 
value without knowledge on the part 
of the purchaser as to their breeding, 





is contained in a recent letter to Di- 
rector S. B. Nelson of the Washing- 
ton State College extension service 
from Dr. E. E. Heg of Seattle which 
constituted the biggest boost for pure- 
bred sires ever received in the office 
at Pullman. Dr. Heg, who is in the 
business of handling both purebred 
and grade Holsteins, recently attend- 
ed a sale of cattle by a Japanese dairy- 
man of the White River valley. Twen- 
ty-three cows were sold, and it hap- 
pened that the herd contained 15 head 
which, as two-year-olds, he sold to the 
Japanese. The remaining eight head, 
which were good cows, but from a 
grade bull, had been purchased at the 
same time from a neighbor, also as 
two-year-olds. Of the 15 secured from 
Dr. Heg—all from good grade cows— 
seven were sired by his herd bull, and 
eight were daughters of a purebred 
bull of inferior breeding. The Japa- 
nese buyers knew nothing of this, nor 
did the auctioneer, but the average 
prices paid for the 15 cows from the 
purebred bulls ran close to or well 
ahead of the average for the sale, 
which was large—$229—while that 
paid for the eight cows sired by a 
grade bull fell $55 below it. 

Dr. Heg noted the price paid for each 
animal, and its ancestry. The aver- 
age paid for cows sired by grade bulls 
was $174; that for cows sired by in- 
ferior purebred bull $222; and that 
for cows sired by the Heg bull $300. 
Swatting the grade bull here appears 
to be justified by returns in dollars 
and cents. 





That the Yakima valley demand for 
dairy cattle is improving and that in- 
dications. generally are for a return 
to normal in the dairy industry are

to comply with rules and regulations, 
showing a fine spirit of co-operation 
and a determination to make Tilla- 
mook cheese and all other products of 
the highest type. This is no press 
agent’s story; it is the truth as I found 
it, unsolicited by the creamerymen. I 
know not if any of the women I saw 
ever helped haul cream cans. and 
sleds through the mud but I do know 
that the women I met there are fine, 
womanly capable women, cordial, 
hospitable and suitable helpmates for 
the men who have builded the great 
dairy industry of Tillamook county. 
And that reminds me of a Holstein 
picnic they had in Jack Rupp’s barn, 
a mile or so outside of the city of 


Tillamook. Rupp is a Holstein en- 
thusiast. He has some prize 
cattle and he is justly proud of his 
herd. For the Holstein picnic there 


were tables spread for about 200 
guests who lunched in the spotlessly 
white barn where among the dainties 
served was a big cheese from Rupp’s 
Holstein creamery, a baked salmon 
caught that morning in the river near 
by and an immense ange! food cake 


iced white, with spots of rich choco- 
late, the confection suggesting the 
Holstein type—black and white. 

F. R. Beals is another Holstein 
enthusiast whose fine modern barn and 
whose fine cows now on test are the 
pride of Tillamook. But there are 
over 40 members in the Holstein As- 
sociation and each and every one is 
enthusiastic. Of course there’s a 
rivalry among the different breeders 
and there are some splendid Jerseys 
in Tillamook and some _ splendid 
Guernseys, too. This last breed has 
been strengthened materially lately by 
the importation of a number of head of 
pure breds from the Island. 

Jack Rupp has a new herd bull, a 
young animal, Hollywood Lilith 
Adventuress, No. 254320 that was 
sired by Hollywood Lilith Palmyra 
whose dam produced 1077 pounds of 
butter in a year from 26135.9 pounds 
of milk. Two daughters of Hollywood 
Lilith Palmyra hold state records, one 
in Washington and one in California. 
In addition .o this young bull Rupp 
has some interesting cows that are 
making fine records. 

There’s a railroad into 
now and there’s prosperity and con- 
tentment. The tall trees, spruce, 
fir and other evergreens yield great 
lumber output, the rich soil assures 
fine crops and the strawberries grown 
there are delicious. Clams, crabs, 
fish are plentiful but above and be- 
yond all the dairy industry towers. 
The dairy and creamery men _ have 
done great things for this far western 
county. The rugged rocks along its 
coast that frightened folks away 
years ago no longer hold terror for the 
visitor. Tillamook is on the map and 
is growing steadily and with fine 
promise of success. To its dairymen. 
its farmers, its pioneer workers 
praise may well be given.

Every full aged cow entered in the 
sale must have a record of not less than 30 Ibs. butter and 600 Ibs. milk 
in one week, or 1000 Ibs. butter or 20,000 Ibs. milk in one year, or its 
equivalent in the younger classes. Young females not yet in milk must 
have dams meeting these requirements. 

Not more than one bull to ten females will be taken, and a state 
must have at least five females in its consignment to enter one bull. 
Dams of all bulls entered must have a 7-day record of at least 30 Ibs., or 
vearly record of 1000 Ibs. butter or 20,000 Ibs. milk. Specific details will 
be forwarded the secretaries of the respective states associations.

their history and characteristics and 
. of their development and registration. 
This was published by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association. It, filled a need, 
which the association had felt, for a 
brief and accurate account of its breed 
of cattle for busy farmer and dairy- 
man. This pamphlet, which was 
christened the “Yellow Book,” met the 
popular demand, by giving all the im- 
portant facts and characteristics of 
these animals in small compass. It 
was widely read and circulated over a 
period of several years and it was one 
of the most valuable and useful pub- 
lications of the association. 


CHAPTER VIII 
Retirement 


In the spring of 1903 a vital ques- 
tion regarding the policy of calculat- 
ing its records began to agitate the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. In 
1894 the association had adopted the 
use of 80 percent of a pound of butter 
fat for an equivalent of a pound of but- 
ter in computing its records. This 
was done “with a view to conforming 
to the usages of the World’s Fair at 
Chicago the previous year. The rec- 
ords of heifers there tested were all 
calculated on 80 per cent fat as shown 
in the milk for a pound of buter; and 
the records of the cows on 80 per cent 
of fat as shown in the churned butter.” 
Previous to this date (1894) the per 
cent. required in calculating the rec- 
ords of the association had been 83 1-3 
The 80 per cent standard had recently 
been shown to be false beyond a 
doubt, all the facts going to prove that 
85 7-10 per cent was the correct basis 
for computation. The Association of 
Agricultural Colleges and Experiment 
Stations recommended this latter 
ratio. as a common basis for calcula- 
tion in connection with all breeds. The 
American Jersey Cattle Club had also 
adopted it. 

Mr. Hoxie was most anxious that his 
association should drop the incorrect 
and misleading basis of computation, 
adopted in 1894, and thus place itself 
on record as_ standing for’ truth, 
honesty and justice and beyond re- 
proach or criticism. He therefore put 
foth every effort to induce the asso- 
ciation to abandon the computation of 
its records by what had been discover- 
ed to be a dishonest ratio. Many 
members were of an equal mind with 
Mr. Hoxie in this matter but others 
were opposed to any change of policy, 
fearing that it might result in mone- 
tary loss to themselves. The question 
came up in the form of an amendment, 
to drop the 80 per cent factor, at the 
annual meeting in June, 1903, and at 
this time, the amendment was adopted 
by a majority vote. This action of the 
association lead to a bitter contro- 
versy among its members in which 
eventually Mr. Hoxie and his support- 
ers “went down to defeat,” and the 
former act of the association in adopt- 
ing the amendment was _ repudiated.1 

1. This action of the association was 
severely condemned in Friesland where 
the bases of computation were from 88% 
to 91% Ibs. fat per 100 Ibs. butter. 

Its failure to take what Mr. Hoxie 
regarded as the only just and true

measure for it to take so preyed upon 
his mind that it was one of the causes 
which undermined his health and lead 
to his voluntary retirement from office 
in June, 1905. 

When it became known that Mr. 
Hoxie contemplated retirement scores 
of letters of protest began to pour in 
from all sections of the country. 
Prominent members of the association 
expressed themselves as positively re- 
fusing to even consider his resigna- 
tion. They would do anything before 
they would give him up. They would 
hire someone else to do the actual 
work while he supervised it only. He 
was told that no one else could fill his 
place acceptably to the great mass of 
the association; that not only was he 
loved and trusted by all its members 
put he was trusted and admired as 
well by all breeders of every class and 
kind outside the association. 

At length, when it became apparent 
that Mr. Hoxie’s health woud not per- 
mit him to retain his position, even 
with a competent secretary’s help, a 
movement was set on foot to appoint 
him Superintendent Emeritus. Many 
letters were received by Mr. Hoxie as- 
suring him that the association would 
be glad and proud to place him in such 
a position. One prominent Eastern 
breeder writes: 

“I view with the greatest satisfac- 
tion your willingness to devote your- 
self to our work in an emeritus capa- 
city. I am certain that the idea will 
be heartily commended by everyone, 
for I have already heard the sugges- 
tion so discussed in many places. * * 
The strong friendship of those who 
have been in contact with you, will 
never permit you to be separated from 
them and the association.” 

A Western member says: 


“To the best of my knowledge it is 
the general opinion throughout’ the 
West that the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation owes a very large debt of grati- 
tude to you for the prosperity it has 
met with and the idea is that you 
should have this position with a year’s 
entire vacation, to start with, and no 
obligation thereafter to exert yourself 
any farther in the interests of the as- 
sociation than may be agreeable to 
you. The thought is to make the posi- 
tion truly emeritus.” 

And so on through a score or more 
of similar communications. 


Mr. Hoxie was pleased with the 
proposal to honor him thus but feared 
that his acceptance of it might be 
detrimental to his successor and he 
wrote to an officer of the association 
saying that, if in his opinion the new 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry 
would in the slightest degree be hamp- 
ered by his acceptance of such a, posi- 
tion, he would not consider it for a 
moment. But he was assured that no 
such result would follow. When, how- 
ever, the motion, to thus honor him, 
came before the annual meeting it was 
tabled. 


The following extract is quoted from 
the address of the President of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association in June 
1905, at the time of Mr. Hoxie’s retire- 
ment, 


“Since the adoption of our Ad- 
vanced Registry system, Mr. Hoxie 
has served as its most efficient super- 
intendent, giving to this work, to this 
Association and to our beautiful breed 
of cattle his time, his best thought and 
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undivided attention. Tho 

at times in both mind and body hehe 
never tired. We have all profited b 
his good word and work, cheerfully 
given on every occasion. We have all 
learned to honor and respect him, not 
only because of the great results he 
has been able to accomplish in his line 
of work, but also because of his wise 
and valuable counsel, his sincerity, his 
strong personality, and his true manly 
character. ‘ 

“Certainly there is not a member of 
this Association who does not feel a 
most profound sense of regret in that 
Mr. Hoxie no longer finds his strength 
adequate to the task of discharging 
the duties involved in the office of 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 

“Mr. Hoxie is a man _ whose every 
impulse has been guided by his con- 
victions of right and justice and his 
administration of the affairs of his 
office has been such as to justly merit 
the standing and confidence it now 
enjoys. 

“His retirement from office is of his 
own predilection and we can assure 
him that he has with him in his re. 
tirement the kindest wishes of every 
member of this Association. 

“Being a recognized authority on all 
that Advanced Registry implies, we 
trust we may for many years hear his 
voice in the councils of this Associa- 
tion and profit thereby as we have in 
the past.”

ITHACA 


‘ whe thirteenth annual conference 
or veterinarians which wag held 9 
January 20 and 21, at the New Sa 
State Veterinary College, Ithaca, New 
York, was an event of unusual signit 
icance to those interested in livestock 
and livestock diseases, President 
Smith, of Cornell University, we} 
comed the visitors to the campus ‘nd 
city, and spoke a few words of ap- 
preciation regarding public Services 
rendered by Veterinarians. Doctor y 
A. Moore, Dean of the Veterinary Col. 
lege in speaking of “Opportunities jp 
Veterinary Medicine” referred to the 
fact that the high wages prevailing in 
the industrial world had enticed the 
young men away from the study of 
veterinary medicine. He regarded the 
high wages as temporary, and speak. 
ing of the future need for veterinar. 
ians, declared that we are facing an 
acute shortage of well trained men un- 
less more young fellows of the right 
sort have the foresight to enter the 
profession. He alluded to the fact that 
animal husbandry is, and so far as we 
can see into the future, always will be, 
the backbone of agriculture, and show- 
ed that the safety of animal hus- 
bandry must always depend on well- 
trained veterinarians. 

Visitors who appeared on the pro- 
gram included Doctor Theobald Smith 
who spoke on “The Etiology of Con- 
tagious Abortion;” Doctor J. R. Mob- 
ler who presented a paper entitled, 
“The Practitioner’s Relation to State 
Medici: e;” Mr. Wayne Dinsmore who 
addressed the convention on “Horses 
and Mules—The Most Efficient Motive 
Power Units the World Has Even 
Known;” and Doctor Carl Gay, whose 
paper “The Veterinarian as a Live 
stock Advisor” furnished abundant 
food for thought for men engaged in 
veterinary practice. Doctor Gay, as- 
sisted by Professor Hinman and Pro- 
fessor Grams of the College of Agri- 
culture, also gave a demonstration in 
livestock judging which was well car- 
ried out and greatly appreciated.

T. B. ERADICATION WORK, DE- 
CEMBER 

The summary of the tuberculosis 
eradication work under the Federal ac- 
credited herd plan for the month of 
December 1920, shows a new high 
mark in the number of animals tested. 
125,162 head were tested during the 
month, with a total of 4,986 re-actors, 
or just under four per cent. Wiscon- 
sin again leads in the number tested, 
with 15,411 head, of which only 270, 
or less than two per cent, re-acted. 
Mississippi tested 13,979 head with 
only 34 re-actors, or about one-quar- 
ter of one per cent. 

No less than twenty-one states test- 
ed over 2,000 head during the month. 
Minnesota increased its lead slightly 
in the number of fully accredited 
herds, this record standing at 731— 
an increase of 59 herds during the 
month. Wisconsin in second place has 
496—an increase of 57 herds. Penn- 
sylvania, by adding 31 new herds dur- 
ing the month becomes a good third, 
having now a total of 425. Virginia is 
in fourth place with 391; Ohio fifth 
with 263, Maine sixth with 240, In- 
diana seventh with 214. 

The State of Montana has the larg- 
est number of herds that have passed 
one clean test, the total being 1,745, 
Vermont coming second with 1,643 
and Idaho third with 1,542. 

There are nine states that have 
passed the 1,000 mark in this classi- 
fication.

SUMMARY OF ADVANCED REGIS 
TRY TESTS IN CALIFORNIA 


The summary of the Advanced 
Registry tests conducted in California 
during the last quarter of 1920 showed 
that during October, 36 Holstein herds 
employed a test supervisor—37 in No- 
vember and 42 in December. Twenty: 
two supervisors were employed in Oc- 
tcber, 19 in November and 25 in De 
cember. Besides this, four grade herds 
were tested and the California testing 
office is assisting in the State Dairy 
Cow compétition. Since September, 
four breeders have had at least ae 
supervisor on duty at all times, ne r 
at present, three more herds have ha 
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‘ ast 30 days straight. There 
0 falling off of test work as 
compared to the season 1919-20 due 
to the increased charges for test 
supervisors. effective Sept. 1st and the 
general business depression. , 
Arthur Folger is in charge of Cali- 
fornia Test Work. It will be interest- 
ing to Holstein breeders to learn that 
two herds of goats are having animals 
tested, there being five milch goats on 
test during each of the three months 
of the last quarter of 1920. There are 
nearly twice as many Holsteins as 
there were of Jerseys and over ten 
times aS Many as of any other breed.

An American university which am 
been experimenting on the ad “{ 
ability of the common peanut yl 
source of milk supply hag announced 
its success in this new field, Peanut 
kernels were converted into milk foy 
times their volume, which varied fro 
four to eight per cent in fat content 
and around three per cent in protein 
The new substitute is like milk in that 
it turns sour and curdles, produces 
buttermilk when churned and may be 
made into cheese, but it differs from 
cow’s milk mainly in its taste which 
is distinctly of nut flavor. The cost of 
production is said to be much less 
than the market price of cow’s milk 
Milk has long been produced in the 
Orient from the soy bean, which is a 
legume in the same class ag the 
peanut.
